DETAILS: 

The report of the Subcommittee investigating the 
Institute of Pacific Relations of the Senate Committee on 
the Judiciary recommends that consideration be given to 
investigating possible Communtst tnf titration into, arid 
influence upon , the Treaaury Department and other agencies 
forming and administering fiscal and monetary policies and 
affairs of the United States • Inasmuch as the McCarran 
Committee has recommended this inquiry , a review was made 
to determine if proper dissemination has been made of the 
information developed tn these cases, A review has been 
made of the files of those subjects of the Gregory Case 
who were employed in the Treasury Department, The identity 
of these subjects is set forth hereinafter. The initial 
investigation of all Gregory Case subjectswas handled tn 
the case entitled n Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, was,, et al. 
Espionage - R (Gregory Case)," and the investigation was 
instituted in November , 1945, On March 11, 1949, the field 
was instructed to report information in individual case files 
and since that time individual reports have been disseminated 
as the case dictates • 

Two extensive summary memoranda have been prepared 
summartstng pertinent developments of the Gregory Case These 
memoranda set forth the part played by each individual subject 
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in the Gregory Case. Insofar ae each individual subject 
te concerned these set forth the allegations of Elisabeth 
Terrill Bentley, background of the individual and the- 
results of our investigation . The first summary memorandum 
conststing of 194 pages and index was prepared on February 21, 
1940 . The following perttnent dissemination of this memo-

Again other dissemination was made of this summary memorandum 
but it is not pertinent to this inquiry. 


These memoranda were all inclusive up to the time 
written, and presented a clear picture of the part played by 
the various subjects in the Gregory Case. The memoranda 
reflect the association of the various individuals tn the 
Treasury Department as well oa the other subjects of the 
Gregory Case. The Treasury Department would have been able 
to perceive the extent of each person's involvement from a 
review of these memoranda. The extent of the dissemination 
of individual) case reports will be handled below. ^ 

It is interesting to note that of the Gregory Case 
subjects employed in the Treasury Department, all but one had 
resigned by the end of 1947. The policy has been not to make 
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dissemination of reports in individual oases to the 
Treasury Department when the subject has left the Treasury 
Department unless there ts some speoifio reason that the 
Treasury Department should be advised of the results of the 
investigation such as an individual employed by the 
International Monetary Fund . 

The one individual who remained in the Treasury 
Department until 1950 , Solomon Adler , was the subject of a 
Loyalty of Government Employee investigation, and copies 
of the reports were furnished to the Civil Service Commission 
for transmittal to the Treasury Department . Set forth 
hereinafter are the individuals who were employed at one 
time by the Treasury Department and the dates of their employ- 
ment with the Treasury Department. There will also be shown 
the extent of dissemtnatton of individual reports in these 
0 0868 .

He resigned on May 1, 1946 , to become 
the US Director of the International Monetary Fund, On 
April 7 , 1947, he resigned as Executive Director of the 
International Monetary Fund, A special memorandum reflect- 
ing the results of the investigation of Harry Dexter White 
and his associates was submitted to the President on 
February 1, 1946, White had been the subject of a Hatch 
Act investigation and copies of the reports were forwarded 
to the Treasury Department, White died in 1946, 


It is interesting to note that all of the above 
individuals, with the exception of Nathan Gregory Silvermaster, 
were employed in the Division of Monetary Research, White 
was the first Director and later became the Assistant 
Secretary of Treasury in charge of the Division of Monetary 
Research, Coe and Glasser served as Directors of the 
Division of Monetary Research and Taylor served as an 
Assistant Director, The others served as economic analysts. 


The summary memoranda previously mentioned show 
the extent of the above individuals ' participation in Soviet 
espionage and their Communist Party membership where that 
was the case. The McCarran Committee has recommended that 
an inquiry should be made into the possible Communist 
infiltration of the Treasury Department, The summary memo- 
randa presented the picture of the Communist infiltration 
into the Division of Monetary Research, This phase of the 
contemplated inquiry by the McCarran Committee has been 
covered by our previous investigation. It must be born in 
mind that the Gregory Case was an espionage case. The scope 
of the investigation was directed toward establishing whether 
or not evidence could be secured which would corroborate the 
allegations of Elisabeth Terrill Bentley. The inve stigation 
was not dire cted toward ascertaining the extent of the. 
Communts^rtnfluence upon the monetary policy of the United 
States Government. Circumstantially it could be said that 
there misi~ have been some influence upon the monetary policy 
of the United States, since an Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury, who had formerly been Director, two Directors, 
who had formerly been Assistant Directors, an Assistant 
Director, and some of the economic analysts of the Dtvtston 
of Monetary Research were either Communist Party members or 
sympathisers to the Communist Party policy and were supplying 
- "information to % a Soviet spy network. 
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It ia realised that thte , in and of itself , does 
not prove the extent of the Communist influence . Our files 
show an association between these men and their activities 
but not the extent of thetr influence on monetary policies . 

' White , Olasser and Coe have represented the United 
States at international conferences . White is reported to 
have been influential in the Treasury Department . This 
information is contained tn the disseminated summary memo- 
randa . The question comes to the fore whether or not at 
thts time further investigation should be undertaken to 
establish the extent of the Communist influence upon the 
monetary policy of the United States Government . Some of 
the reasons favoring a further investigation would be: 

(1) It would be a security investigation . 

(2) The FBI has the responsibility for investigat- 
ing Communists within the Government . 



(3) The McCarran Committee will study thts matter 
in the near future and we should have all available informa- 
tion . „ 


In reply to some of these arguments it is pointed 
out that the investigation of Communists that are in the 
Government today is being handled at present under the LGE 
program on an individual case basts. Not one of these 
individuals is in the employ of the Treasury Department at 
present . The extent of the influence of this group upon 
the monetary policy of the United States is now history, 
as all but one left the Treasury Department in 1947, or 
prior to that .' At this ttme such investigation would not 
appear to be the direct responsibility of the FBI. It would 
fall more logically within the province of an administrative 
inquiry by the Treasury Department, or possibly a congressional 
committee . The FBI _ is a fact finding organisations this 
Inquiry would be one of evaluation of the influence wielded 
by the varto^Ja individuals within the Division of Monetary 
Research. 4 
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The Gregory Case was an espionage case and not 
a case designed to determine the extent of the Communist 
influence upon the monetary policy , Our investigation 
toas directed toward determining whether US Government 
information was being turned over to the Sovtet espionage 
apparatus , If we were to conduct an investigation now # 
into the influence of this group it would appear to be 
necessary to advise the Treasury Department of the real 
reason we are making this investigation; namely, that the 
McCarran Committee contemplates making such an investigation *r 
in the near future. If we were not to advise the Treasury 
Department of the real reason, the Bureau could be opening 
itself to unjustified criticism. It would appear very 
unusual to be making this inquiry five years after the 
bulk of this group left the Treasury Department and two 
years after the last one left. The unknowing outsider or f 
the Treasury Department, if not told the real reason for 
the investigation, would possibly criticise the Bureau 
for a delayed investigation. This would be unjustifiable 
since it was outside the scope of our previous inquiry • 

From a review of the files it is felt that proper 
dissemination has been made. Further investigation to 
determine the extent of the Communist influence, mainly 
of the Gregory Case subjects, upon the monetary policy of 
the United States is not being recommended,

An inf onant who is believed to he reliable advised that 
after Fox in 19^1 vaa selected by the treasury Department to represent 
the United States as a member of a financial mission to China, soma 
sort of a disagreement arose betveen him and Barry Baxter White of the 
Treasury Department. In regard to this disagreement, Abraham George 
Silverman made a number of calls on Nrs. Bora Fox, the purpose being 
to have her transmit certain information to her husband in China. 

Mrs. Fox did not wish to send the material and shortly thereafter 
Fox vrote he vaa returning home. 



On May 3* 19^9* Mrs. Dora Cohen, vho vaa then in Paris, 
France, vaa Interviewed concerning the above incident. She said that 
her first husband, Abraham Manuel Fox, had made a speech before a 
group of Chinese economists and bankers vhile in China vhieh vas mat 
veil received in Washington. Following this speech, there vas con- 
siderable criticism of his remarks in g over n ment circles in Washington 
vhareupon Abraham Georgs Silverman contacted her and suggested that 
she get ward to her husband that he should net make any more speeches 
and should be more discreet in his public declarations. She said that 
while Silverman apparently made the suggestion in order to help hey * 
husband, she did not take the matter seriously and in fact made in 
effort to get in touch with her husband regarding thia matter. -Later 
when her husband telephoned her from Manila, she asked him if ha had 
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Mda any statements 1 b China to which the ehlaue had takas exception 
whereupon hla reply Inferred be did not know to what she ess referring, 
lira. Coban hollered that Langhlin Currie was present at the tine of 
the telephone conversation. 


Mrs. Cohen vas also questioned concerning the association of 
her rm —i bnsband and herself with Ab r a ha m George Silverman, Barry 
Dexter White and others. She said aba and her husband had rlslted the 
Silverman bane two or three times. She said that Silverman had been 
employed my**'* her husband In the .Tariff Coamdsslon. Ha was considered 
a very brilliant man, although a bit difficult to becoam acquainted 
with and not particularly well liked. She said he was a close friend 
of Barry Dexter White and Laugilin Currie. With respect to Harry 
Dexter White, she said sbe knew him only slightly. He was reputed to 
be very dose to Mr. Norgantheau and a very brilliant man. Be had an 
Independent character and was a nan who perhaps made enemies easily and 
unintentionally. Regarding Laugh! 1 n Currie, Mrs. Cohen stated that she 
knew very little about him except that he was a member of the "Little 
Brain Trust" and subsequently a so-called "anonymous secretary" to Pres- 
ident Boosavelt. Prior to Mr. fox's departure to China, he discussed 
Chinese problems with Mr. Currie and being an authority on China had 
furnished considerable background Information of Interest to Mr. Fox. 
B» g «-ra-tn g Mr. and Mrs. Bathan Gregory gllvermaster, Mrs. Cohen stated 
that they were not dose friends of theirs and were not particularly 
well liked. It Is to be noted that A br aham George Silverman, Barry 
Dexter White, T,«» gh , H" Currie and Bathan Gregory Silverman ter were all 
named by Ulxabeth Bentley as part of a network operating in government 
in Washington, D. C. , who were furnished data which were 
being transmitted to Soviet Intelligence. 


Mra. Cohen also stated that she first became acquainted 
with Priscilla and Algor Biss through their frequenting a bookshop 
which had been operated by Mrs. Cohen. Later Mr. fox came to know 
Biss and tedk an Interest in him and his career and had many 
discussions and conversations with him. Mr. and Mrs. fox visited the 
Bisses at their home. Mrs. Cohen expressed the view that Hiss 
completely Innocent of the charges against him and felt ha would 
eventually be cleared. 
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Mrs. Cohen stated categorically she at bo time had any 
reason to tellers any of the foregoing persons had been engaged 
In subversive activities. 


It is to be noted that it had previously been determined 
that Alger and Priscilla Hiss had contributed to the A.M. foot 
Scholarship fund vfaleh vas a fund set op as a mem o r ial to him, and 
the porpoae of the fund vas to assist in the education of vortfay 
Chinese students in China. Mrs. Cohen Indicated she had not known 
that the Bisses had contributed to this fund. 


A confidential infomant of known reliability has 
advised that she knsv Abraham Manuel foot and his vlfe, Dora. She 
stated she did not knov then to be Counlst Party msafeers hut 
during the period she knev them she considered Dora Fooc to be a 
Coamunist Party "angel" and felt that Manual fox followed the 
Coneunlat Party line. This informant stated that she also knev 
their son, Melvin James fox, and knev that he had joined the 
Communist Party in his early youth, during which time he vas an 
actor. He later contracted tubcrcolosls and vhile in a sanitarium 


in lev York State studied Marxist literature and 
preparing himself for the coming revolution.
